REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is a statement of the examiner's reasons for 
allowance. Regarding claims 1 and 11, the prior art fails to disclose the expressions: 

(1) 1.25< hl-l/hl-4 < 1.55; 

(2) dl-2/dl-3 < 0.4; 

(3) 1.65 <nl-2; and 

(4) 0.1<H17fl<0.6 

The claimed invention is therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel 
and non-obvious over prior art. 



2. The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 
would be improper.
